Daring the winter of 1877-78 Messrs. 


L.C. Covell and Alvah Barber owned 
and managed a concern known as the

James A. Garfleld, delivered at Warren, Sept 
ii, 1874, in wMch he fully met ana answered 
all the charges that had ever been made 
against him, and considered all the criticisms 
!hat were at that time offered by Ills enemies 
upon his official career. The speech Is now 
very hard to obtain. I have boon to the troubli 
to copy it from the flies of the Warren CAron 
Kit,, and hope It m»y be carefully perused by 
all who have a desire to understand exact!) 
what has been claimed by the worst enamle 
the General has ever bad. This speech wi 
considered conclusive at the time, and those 
who hud honestly criticised the Genera] were 
glad to say so. A prominent lawyer of tin 
place, after its delivery, shook hands with tin 
General, and after confessing that he had 
been actively hostile to him, said that he be- 
lieved him to be honest and would do all in 
his power to make others believe the same 
The next Sabbath, in Methodist class-meeting 
this attorney, who was a member of the Meth 
odlst church, conlessed with tears In his eye 
that he had wronged General Garfield, am 
asked his brethren to pray for the forgiveness 
of his sin. At a recent pole-raising in the 
county, this attorney and others of the hostll 
ones in the county made the strongest kind o 
Garfleld speeches, and publicly stated tha 
they were sorry that they had ever abuse< 
General Garfleld; that they believed him an 
honest and upright man; and that the at 
tacks that had been made upon him were In a 
vindictive and envious spirit. 


One point in the speech— the first one— is o 


special Importance Just at. this time— viz Gen 
Garneld's strong position that the civil au 
thority is above and should always take prec 
edence of the military in time of peace. His 
action in the case of Bowles and Milligan, thi 
Indiana conspirators, had been criticised here 
in the Gibraltar of Republicanism, but his ex 
planation of the case could not fail to carry 
com ictlon with it. 


Too other principal points In the speech aro 


explanations of the Credit Mobillor, vote or 
the increase of salaries, nnd connection with 
the DeGolyer pavement. The speech is a pow 
erful campaign document, and should bo 
printed as such and circulated among those 
who desire honestly to investigate Gen. Gar- 
field's official career. He has remained sllen 
on no great question that has come before the 
people for the past twenty years. He has 
never been on tho wrong side, but has ever 
raised his voice, not on the side that the su 
perficial observer considered right, but he has 
invariably been vindicated by the verdict o:

THE SPEECH. 


FELLOW-CITIZENS: I have thought for a 
number of years that we should reach a point 
where our political discussions would not re- 
late mainly to the past; where, in the Ian 
gauge of some politicians of the day, we 
should "let bygones be bygones," and the 
politics of our time would look mainly to the 
future. But the presence of great events 
such as haue transpired within the past few 
days in one of our states, leads me to fear we 
must again discuss that and other questions o 
public policy. Thus far in my public speeches 
there has been but little personal discussion 
I have tried to make my public life as imper 
sonal as possible; but the course taken by 
same citizens of this district Justifies me in 
departing from the ordinary rule, and I shal 
discuss to-night mainly questions of a some 
what personal character. 
In the first place I recognize it its a peculiar- 
ly Important element in our American politics 
that Che full titan- of public discussion, inves- 
tigation and inquiry concerning all men who 
servethe public is a safeguard to our Institu- 
tions. I do not complain If sometimes the 
fierce light of the public press burns rather 
than enlightens. That perhaps is one of the 
necessary incidents to a full discussion of in- 
dividual liberty ot judgment about till men, 
whatever their station and career. The righl 
of private judgment isabsolute in every Amer- 
ican citizen. I find no fault with any man for 
exercising It upon me in the fullest possible 
nanncr. Ilonly demand that it shall bo exe 
cised upon me in justice and for the sake of 
truth. Whenever it is exercised for any other 
purpose and In any other spirit, perhaps It is 
all the worse for the man who so exercises it; 
but I have in that case a right to respond. 1 
have come here to-night to reply to 


A CLASS OF CRITICISMS 
that have been made upon me during the lasl 
two years. When I have fully stated what I 
have to say to you on any of those points, I in- 
vite any man, friend or enemy, to put an; 
question he chooses concerning that point, 
am of course addressing myself to all who are 
in the audience; but there is one class of men 
whom I do not care to address,— I mean those 
who are glad to find me wrong, and who would 
be unwilling and grieved to know that I am 
not wrong. That class of men I do not ad- 
dress with any hope of changing any senti- 
ment they may hold concerning me. But 
there Is a class Into whose hearts and whose 
minds, for the last eighteen months, at least, a 
series of repeated accusations have been 
poured, until they have come to think there 
must be some truth in the charges. I have 
great sympathy for that class of men; they 
nave been made to doubt where they formerly 
trusted, and hearing but one side came to be- 
lieve there was no other. To that class I ad- 
dress myself with the utmost desire to have 
them know what I am and what my public 
life has been, and to give them whatever in- 
formation I may possess on any point touch ing 
that career 
As I came up-stairs to-night a note was put 
into my hand which has led me to make as the 
first point what I did not intend to notice un- 
til *t a later stage of my remarks. 
In the 
year 1864 I argued a case in the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and the fact that I 
did so gave ottease to a great many good re- 
puhlieuu of the nineteenth district. I refer 
to the case of tho Indiana conspirators, 


BOWU8 AND MULUOAf, , 
in 1864, were arrested for conspiring to pre- 
vent the enlistment of troops Into our army, 
and for giving aid and comfort to the enemies 
of the Union by forming a ioeret organization 
to resist the goTernment. Those men were 
arrested at their homes In Indiana, tried by a 
military court, and wntanced to death, taut 
President Lincoln commutsd their sentence to 
Imprisonment for Jlfe. 
A writ of habeas 
corpus was l»ued, and an ansssi made to the 
District Court of the UoltedStates in Indiana. 
to determine whether'*, military tribunal had 
i right to try then. The Court was divided in 
opinion, and the CUBOUM to the Supreme 
Court in 1886. Jim about that time there had 
been in Contrast a very considerable discus- 
sion concerning the arbitrary conduct of some 
of our officers m carrying into civil communi- 
ties the military jurisdiction and rule further 
than they were warranted by the constitution, 
and I ha» taken strong frobnd» In Congress 
against theexerotaeaf military power in states 
not in rebellion. It being generally known that 
I had resisted what some of tho more extreme 
of our own party thought the military author- 
ities might MM; 4o. I wu asked If 1 would 
to L argue tlw cues of Bowles and 
before tbe Supreme Court. I an- 
swered that "if the case turns on the justice 
of those men being punished, I will not de- 
fend them in *ny war, whatever," for I be- 
lieved they deserved the severest punishment 
But that if tbo eve titfneij on the question as 
to who has the powerto trj thoae foen. I be- 
lieved that there was no authority under the 
constitution or te»« of tbc United States to 
take a citizen of Indiana, noi a soldier, and 
Import a Military tribunal to h)» home to try 
and punish him. Bo important did I regard 
that principle In that exciting time to the fu- 
ture of this conn try that, with my eyes onn 
a the fact that I took the great polities! risk 
n defending, not Bo wles and Milligan, but the 
rfrtt of every citiirn in t civil community 
where wmr is not raging, to be tried by the 
oonrts of his country, mud before Juri«s of his 
own land, aiA not be droned nwur outside of 
Us own doonto D* trieTby * military organi- 
MUon bnugfct Oon » <lstance,-to meet 
tkemandtry Uwm. l 


I happen to have with me a copy of the ar- 
gument I made before the Supreme Court In 
the year 1806; and I desire to Bay that 1 felt 
when I made that argument that I was doing 
as worthy a thing as I ever had done in my 
life, and I look back upon it to-night with ag 
much sincere pride and aatlafactlon as upon 
any act of my public life [Applause] 1 ought 
to add that I have never seen Bowles nor Mil- 
Hgan. I knew that they were very poor, and 
probably could not pay for their defense. I 
was never promised and never received any 
compensation for It; I did it in defense of 
wbat I believed to be a moat vital and im- 
portant principle, not only to the republican 
party, but to the Nation—namely: that In no 
part of our civil community must the military 
he exalted above the civil authority. [Ap- 
plause]. Bat that those men. however un- 
worthy, however guilty, and however disloyal 
to their country, should not be tried by any 
but a lawful, civil tribunal. Congress had 
provided lawi for trying every cWme that 
those men were charged with, and for trying 
Jt by civil court. Now, I believe that all over 
this land one of the great landmarks of civili- 
zation and civil liberty Is the self-restraining 
power of tho American people, curbing them- 
selves and governing themselves by the limit 
of the civil law. I remind you of the fact that 
the Supreme Court unanimously sustained 
the position I took in that argument. There 
was some difference in tho reasoning by 
which the court reached the result, but the 
ruling cl the court was unanimous that the 
men must, therefore be released. That did 
not release them, however, from the right ol 
the Government to try them in civil courts 
for the crimes with which they were charged 
The note that I referred to as being handed to 
me was that 1 should explain how it was that 
I, a republican and a representative, gave my 
voice and whatever ability I possessed as a 
lawyer to save rebel conspirators from pun- 
ishment. My answer was, "Hang them, but 
hang them according to law. [Applause. 
If you do it otherwise you commit murder." 
Now, if any one has any question to ask upon 
this subject I shall be triad to hear it 
[The speaker here paused, but there came 
from the audience no response to the request." 


THE CREDIT ICOBILI&R 
There is a large number of people' In tho 
United States who use these words without 
any adequate idea of what they mean. 1 have 
no doubt that a great many people feel about 
It very much as the fishivoman at Billingsgate 
Market felt when Sidney Smith, the great 
humorist of England, came along and began 
to talk with her. She answered back in a very 
saucy way, and he finally began to call her 
mathematical names. He called her a paral- 
lelogram, a hypothenuse. a paralleloplpeilon, 
and such other terms, and she stood back 
aghast and said she never heard such a nasty- 
talking man in her life,—never was abused so 
before. Now, people think.they have said 
an enormous thing when they say somebodj 
had something to do with the Credit Mobilier. 
I ask your attention just for a few moments 
towhatthatthlnic is, and, in the next place, to 
understand precisely what It is that I am 
supposed to nave to do with it. 
The Credit Mobilier was a corporation char- 
tered In 1839 by the state of Pennsylvania, 
and antborlzed to build houses, buy lands, 
loan money, etc. Nothing of consequence 
was done with that company until the year 
IK!, when a number of men Dought up what- 
ever stock there was in it and commenced to 
do a very large business. lu the winter of 
1867, Mr. Train came to me and showed me a 
list of names and subscribers to the stock of 
the Credit Mobilier Company, and asked me 
to subscribe $1,000. I should say there were 
fifteen or twenty members of Congress on the 
lilt, and many more prominent business men. 
lie said that the company was going to buy 
lands along the line of the Pacific Railroad at 
places where they thought there would cities 
and villages grow up and develop, and he said 
he had no donbt that the growth of the coun- 
try would make that Investment double itself 
in a very short time. 
That was the alleged scheme that the Credit 
Mobelier Company had undertaken—a thing 
that If there is anv gentlemen in Warren who 
would reel any hesitancy In buying it would 
be because he did not believe in the growth of 
the country where tho business was to bedone. 
That stock was offered to me as a plain busi- 
ness proposition, with no intimation whatever 
that it was offered because the subscribers 
were members of congress, for it was offered 
to many other people, and no better men live 
than at least a large number of the gentlemen 
to whom it was offered. Some of them took 
it at once. Some men areoautlous about mak- 
ing an investment; others are quick to deter- 
mine. To none of these men was any expla- 
nation made that this Credit Mobelier Compa- 
ny was in any way connected with a ring of 
seven men who owned the principal portion 
of tbe stock, and who had a contract with the 
directors of the Union Pacific Koad for build- 
ing 600 or 100 miles at an extravagant price- 
largely above what the stock was worth.— 
It is now understood that Mr. Oakes AmcR, 
who was the centre of that company of seven 
men, sought to gain the friendship of fifteen 
or twenty prominent congressmen, with the 
view of protecting himself and the Pacific 
Railroad against any investigation that mignt 
be made; but it was a necessary part of Tils 
plan not to divulge that purpose, or in any 
way intimate to them that he might draw upon 
them for favors. 


Long before any such purpose was realized, 
king-bo/ore any pressure came upon Ames, 
most of the men who had been invited to pur- 
chase that stock had either declined to pur- 
chase or had purchased and realized, or had 
purchased and sold out. But, in;i8W, in the 
midst of the presidential campaign, an article 
was published in the public journals charging 
that sixteen members of congress—senators 
and representatives—had sold tneir votes for 
money or stock; that they had accepted 
bribes. You remember that I was running 
for congress in this district at that time. When 
that news came I was away in the Rocky 
Mountains. 1 came home, and the flrst day 
after my arrival at Washington I authorized to 
be published a statement concerning what I 
knew ulmut the Oakes Ames business. Some 
people suppose now and soy, and it has been 
repeated hundreds of times In this district, 
and especially In this town during the last two 
weeks, that Mr. Garlield hedged and denied 
any knowledge of thcCredll Mobelier case un- 
til finally the investigation brought it out. I 
repeat that immediately on my arrival In 
Washington I made a statement to the corre- 
spondent of the Cincinnati Gazette, of which 
the following Is a copy; 


"WASHINGTON, Sept. 15,1872.—Gi>n. Garlield 
who has just arrived here Irom tho Indian 
country, has to-day had the first opportunity 
of seeing the charges connecting his name 
with receiving shares of the Credit Mobelier 
from Oakes Ames. He authorizes the state- 
ment that he never subscribed for a share of 
the stock, and that he never received or saw a 
share of It, When the company was flrst 
formed, GeorgetFranoIs Train, then active in 
It, came to Washington and exhibited a list of 
subscribers, of leading capitalists, and some 
members of congress, to the stock of the com- 
pany. The subscription wns described as a 
popular one of (1,000 cash. Train urjred Gen. 
GarAeld to subscribe on two occasions, and 
each time he declined. Subsequently he was 
again informed that the list wns nearly com- 
pleted, but that a chance remained for him to 
subscribe, when he again declined, and to this 
dayhehasnotsubscrlbed for or received any 
share of stock or bond of the company " 


Now, I want my audience to understand that 
In tbe midst of that storm, and tempest, and 
acousatlon.andonly a little while before the 
election, I stated it and left it go broadcast to 
the daily press, that I did know something of 
theCredlt Mobelier; that I had been invited to 
subscribe to it; that I had on two occasions 
discussed the mattet; that I had taken it Into 
consideration; and that finally 1 had declined- 
that I never had owned or held a share; had 
never ,»een a certificate of thestock. Now. I 
amnotasklniryou at this moment to discuss 
the truth of that statement, but only to say 
that I itated it long before there was any in- 
vestigation talked of; that I never dodged or 
evaded, or denied having any knowledge of 
the subject, but at the flrst declared plainly aad 
fully what I knew about it. 


When congress mot, Speaker Elaine and the 
rest of us whose names were concerned in it, 
at once, on the flrst morning of the cession, 
demanded a committee of investigation to go 
through with the whole subject from begin- 
ning to end, I want those gentlemen who talk 
•bout Mr. Garfleld being got after by commit- 
tees of investigation to know that no investi- 
gation into any public affair has been held in 
the last three years in Washington that I have 
not helped to organize and bring out 1AD- 
plause.]

rHECOMMlTTBE OK INVISTIGATJOX. 


*Tow, what was the Investigation? You will 
remember that before the investigation had 
gone far, a feeling of alarm and excitement 
swept over tho whole country that has hardly 
been paralleled in American history, Some 
men whose names were connected with the 
charges of the Credit Mobelier matter, shock- 
edatthe terrible charge of bribery thrown at 
them, la the hurry of the moment so farfor- 
rot themselves as to gi\ e equivocal answers as 
to whether they knew anything about the 
matter or not, and the impression was made 
.hroughout the country that the most of them 
lad denied that they knew anything about 
t. The fact was that the whole country was 
settling <Jqwn to the belief that the whole 
hinir was a mere campaign slander, and had no 
oundation in fact. Looking at the subject 
from this distance, I am Inclined to believe 
tbat the Impression lett upon the American 
mind is tbat the faults of those who were 
charged with buying-stock was not tbat they 
did anything wrong in reference to the stock, 
but that afterwards they prevaricated or lied 
about it. Now, without discussing anybody 
else, I call you to witness that I stated al once 
rhat r knew about It, the flrst time that I
